Declaration of Principles

EDMONTON. — The political 
spotlight settled on the move- 
ment for united action in estab- 
lishing sane, sour, progressive 
government in Alberta during 
the last week. The first meeting 
of the Unity Council. (Provision- 
a!) under the leadership of John 
I. McFarland, was held Thursday 
and Friday. 

The council went definitely on 
record as standing for absolute 
autonomy for the constituencies 
in the selection of their candi- 
dates for the legislature and the 
management of their own -politi- 
cal affairs. The democratic char- 
acter of the movement was 
stressed by speaker after speaker 
during the proceedings and Mr. 
McFarland himself decared in his 
opening speech that the move- 
ment to succeed must rest on the 
basis of the will of the people 
and sound demecratic principles. 

The council placed itself in its 
declaration of policy zlearly in

Man’s Helplessness 


AN has conquered and overcome obstacles 
M and stumbling blocks to progress through- 
out the centuries-—but all the modern inventions, 
machines and the brains behind them have yet to 
conquer fires that break out periodically in the 
limber reserves of our country. At. the present 
time, flames are sweeping through Alberta’s great 
hinterland to the north—destroying forever poten- 
tial wealth of our citizens. Crews of men are 
working night and day in a titanic struggle, en- 
deavoring to overcome a foe that cannot be over- 
come without rain. Forest rangers admit that, 
while the firefighters might control the fires to 
a certain limited degree, only rain can stamp them 
out, 

Man’s helplessness in fighting these fires is 
evident by the charred and twisted stumps that 
adorn many of Alberta’s and British Columbia’s 
forest reserves. His helplessness to stem these 
blazes is pitiful, but even more pitiful is his help- 
lessness to eradicate the causes of these fires— 
for fires are brought on mainly by the careless- 
ness of man himself. 

Unexplored and untouched forests are un- 
marred by the trail of the forest fires—fires came 
into being on their present scale only with the 
appearance of man in the forests of the world. 
Since the advent of so-called civilization into the 
four corners of the world there has been vast 
deterioration of the beauties of nature throughout 
the world, not to mention the potential wealth 
that has been destroyed.

Unty a mac se word tee day, over 
used and misused, in fact. sgt bh gaa i a 
read that we should become unified, Unity of 
thought, unity of political action, unity of pur- 
pose, etc, are all advocated. All of us, T think, 
will agree that unity is, most desirable, but, some- 
how or other, very few of us seem able to prac- 
tise it. Is it a throwback to primitive man, that 
no human being seems able to absolutely trust his 
fellow humans? Js it a survival of the age when 
only the strong and wary could live? Anyway, 
be it what it may, it is really an indisputable fact, 
that in most men, a certain distrust of their fel- 
lowmen is inherent. The manual labourer dis- 
trusts the white-collar worker, and vice versa; 
little business «istrusts big business; big business 
distrusts its employees, and so on, in an éver- 
repeated, vicious circle. One who absolutely 
trusts, and works unceasingly, for his fellowmen, 
is usually misunderstood, and such a one is pre- 
destined to eventual disillusionment. Unity almost 
sounds like the teaching of real communism (not 
the Russian variety, which is certainly not in line 
with the original teachings of communism); but it 
appears to embody the highest ideals of that 
school of thought. Russia is not communistic; it 
has a sterner dictatorship than any other nation; 
but, as yet, does not realise it. 


Unity is something which will have to be 
inculcated by intensive education, and even then, 
I doubt if it would attain workable proportions, 
For weeks I have been hearing that the salvation 
of Alberta, or even of Canada, can only be accom- 
plished through unity. But, is it unity to be uni- 
fied on one subject only, and to stick uncompris- 
ingly to all one’s other pet theories? Beliefs of 
a lifetime cannot be wiped out in a night, just be- 
cause of a firm, growing belief in one certain aim 
always persist, and tend to colour our actions, 
after the immediate and striking need of tnity 
in the present crisis is passed. However, it 1s 
time we all gave this subject, and its aims, serious 
thought. 


Democracy is failing, and will fail in Can- 
ada, if something is not done very soon to save it. 
Shortly, if not checked, this Province of Alberta 
will become a dictator state, The larger school 
unit is taking afl local participation in the school 
district out of the hands of those most interested. 
Theoretically, the plan seems good; the vision of 
equalised taxes must have seemed like a glorious 
dream to the hard-hit farmer. That vision is 
slowly fading, and hard facts taking it8 place. 
Education is not merely a question of dollars and 
cents. It must go much further than merely equal- 
ising taxes. How will we farmers, who are still, 
thank heaven, not in the larger school unit, feel, 
when we do not have the privilege of meeting 
annually in the little school house, thereby taking 
an active part in the policy of guiding our own 
children’s education? 

Biennial nieetings, attended by one. trustee 
from each school district only, will be the order 
of the day, and further than that, no financial 
Statement will be issued to the ratepayers. Isn’t 
this a blow to democracy? The gradual gathering 
together of all school affairs into the hands of 
one man. The threat to municipalities contained 
in the so-called 7 per cent Production Tax is an- 
other blow to our fast diminishing liberties, 
Again, the ultimate result will be all powers 
taken from the people, ‘and vested in a bureau- 
eracy. The Trades and Industry Act, and other 
attempts at licensing the general ‘population, were 
further blows at democracy, and have not even 
achieved their own proclaimed purposes. ‘The 
threat to the banks was another shaft aimed at 
civil liberty. If all the banks. should close their 
doors, and we haye to use one, autocratically con- 
stituted, heaven help Alberta! Banks are a demo- 
cratic institution, however much some may argue 
to the contrary. Many other such things are hap- 
pening in Canada today; we have only to look 
eastward to Ontario and Quebec to see other 
pseudo-Hitlers; and in the latter Province we 
have the abominable “Padlock law,” restraining 
free speech, free assembly, and the freedom of the 
press. Speaking of the Quebec “Padlock law,” 
how many of my readers realise that in just eight 
days after this appears in print the right of the 
Dominion Government to disallow this infamous 
infringement of British rights, lapses? None can 
say that the Federal Government has not had time 
to consider this legislation, when they were able 
to. disallow certain Alberta legislation (for which 
I certainly hold no brief), in a few days, and in 
the case of the “Padlock act,” have had it brought 
to their attention many times in almost a year. 


How many more blows can democracy stand” 
There is no short cut to permanent prosperity, and 
this wiping out of local powers and civil liber- 
ties will certainly not achieve it. British democ- 
racy took hundreds of years to erect; and it would 
seem that those now in power are endeavoring 
to destroy it. In 1215 the first model constitution 
was embodied in the famous Magna Carta, and 
since that day many lives have been given in up- 
holding and bettering the rights contained in that 
document. Have we retrogressed to such an ex- 
tent that we are going to stand passively by and 
see oursclves rapidly shorn of these hardly-won 
liberties? Indifference is the rout-cause of vur 
losing our liverties; not sufficient seem to care 
te yet out and do “something about it,” until too 
latc. In time we will be so surprised at the pre- 
dicament in which we shall find ourselves, that 
any new orator will be in a position to blind us 
with fine, flashy ideas and promises and lead us 
even further into a quagmire of hopelessness. 

Unity of thought may be the answer to our 
problems, and it might be able to defeat the 
enemies of democracy, but it would need a revolu- 
tion of ideas, a subjugation of old-age principles, 
an abnegation of self, and an unprecedented 
mental retreat, which I doubt possible in this age,

Declaration of Principles 

The general.decliration of prin- 
ciples of the. Unity movement 
uceépted by the delegates is as 
follows : 

“The things which the Govern- 
ment that is to restore credit, 
confidence and self-respect to 
the people of this Province must 
do, are infimte in detail but 
simple in principle. 

“It must provide for the adjust- 
ment of existing private debts on 
the hasis of the equities of the 
interested parties and ability to 
pay, and for justice and equity 
between debtor. and creditor in 
all future transactions. 

“Public obligations must be 
honorably recognized and fairly 
adjusted, and when this is done, 
the burden can be lightened by 
taking advantage of lower cur- 
rent .interest rates. 

“It must recognize the fact that 
the payment of taxes is an invest- 
ment in public service and that 
such service is strictly limited 
by the ability of the taxpayer to 
pay. Having this in mind, it 
must be prepared to insist’ at all 
limes upon the. greatest measure 
of economy, consistent with jus- 
tice and efficiency in every phase 
of public activity, including the 


make-up of the Legislative 
Assembly and the Government 
itself. 


“When these matters have been 
faced honestly and fairly, the 
way will have.bcen prepared for 
a greater measure of public bene- 
fit and service than can be re- 
alized in any other way. 

“The Provincial Government, 
while maintaining its rights and 
fulfilling its résponsibilities un- 
der the British North America 
Act as. far as lies within its 
power, and within its constitu- 
tional limits, should work in co- 
operation and harmony with the 
Dominion Gevernment, not only 
in the matters herein enumerated, 
but in all matters which come up 
for consideration or action, in 
order to assist in the building up 
and fostering ‘of the unity of 
Canada as a whole.” 


In its more’ ‘detailed statement 
of policy su, ted for constitu- 
encies, but not enforced arbitrar- 
ily, the council favors substantial 
reduction in ‘members of the 
Legislature and a lower sessional 
indemnity of °$1,000 instead of 
$2,000 received now by members; 
institution of proper business 
methods in administration It de- 
clared that in‘setthement of the 
private debt problem, “a mora. 
torium does net solve debt prob- 
lems, but merely delays sohttion.”

$394,920.04, as compared with 
$419,469.29 for the vreceding 
year. No sheep were handled 
during the past year, with a drop 
of $18,000 in cattle business also 
evident. President R. E. Chowen, 
however, pointed out that, while 
the volume had dropped consid- 
erably, the average price on jogs 
was. almost $1.00 higher during 
the current year recently com- 
pleted than in the previous years. 

The drop in the volume of 
business was not looked upon as 
serious hy the directors, attrib- 
uted as it was to the increased 
price on grain. “Many. farmers 
found it more profitable to sell 
their grain as grain, instead of 
feeding hogs,” Mr. Chowen point- 
ed out. 

The president, in his report, 
said that while 2 deficit of $54.98 
had been experienced during the 
past year, the Pool was still in a 
strong financial position, with a 
surplus account of $6,100.92.
